This ca.se is bavSed upoh infomation obtained from 
Confidential Informant T-1, of knom reliability. 

Confidential In-ormantT-l, of known rcliability, advised 
that PSTEli JABLOn-JARY, who had previously beøn engaged . 
in espioi-age v^ork and srnuggling ente.rprises in Oanada, 
United States and South America for the Soviøt Espionage 
System had defected from this organization and was 
present ly willlng to gi ve information concerning the 
activities of the group to vdiich he belonged* 

This informant further advised that the subject v^as re- 
siding at 118 Avenue ”C'*, .Nev/ York, Nev/ York, and speaks 
no English but is f].uent in Polish Ukrainian, Russian 
and German « 
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Mr. MORRIS /SHECK, II 8 Avenue C, advised that the sub.iect li ved 
In the building at thife addrt-;5s, ''»as married and had two children^ one of Tfhm 
was bom in the United State;» about three months ago# Hø stated that the sub^ieot 
had li ved at this address sinco the Summer of 1949, and spoke practically 
no English but tos able to sjxjak Gorinan and Polish to his knowledge* 

Mr6;;fC0HEN, 118 Avenue C, Nev/ York City, advised that she \vas the 
landlady of the building at this addreas and the subject had resided thøre for 
about six months. She statod that the Gub,jcct vas very poor and owed her back 
rent. She stated hovjever that she believed hirn to be honest and he was making 
every attempt to pay up. She also noticed that the subjeet apparcntly did a f&lr 
amount of v/riting although she v;as not faj.iiliar as to wtøt this writing per- 
tainod to* She believed his ernplo.yment to be v/indow mshing and general 
cleaning. 



The subjeet was interviewed at thé New York Office on February 23, 

24^ and 27, 1950, by SA STAWLEY GRABOViSKI and the reporting agent. This 
interview condueted in Polish and t)ic following information was eiven by 
the subjeet in regards to his knov.ledgc of the Ukrainian .Mationa li st 
Organization. 

The subjeet advised that his namc v.ras PETHH JABLON and also 
PETER JABLON-JAROV/yZ, which in Enf^lish v:as JARY. He væs bom July 22, 1922, 

In Jarhorov;, Poland. Hc stated that hc had been a member of the Ukr^snian 
Nationalist Organization viiich is knov/ri as the 0?N and in Polish is spelled 
as followss ORGANIZACJA in<HAIN3HTCH MAGIONALISTOYf. He stated that this 
organization v/as ostablished in 1929 in Vienna, Austria; although since 1920^nd an 
arm oi/^Okrinian Organization existed for tho purpose of rovolution against the 
Bolshøvikin Pol£nd and Cze choslovakia_, each of which held a portion of Ukrakitft 
and for that reason the organization v/orked towards obtaining independence 
for Ukrainia from these countrios. 

He stated tho organization existed øutside of Ukrainia and as in 
Ukrainia, it was liquidatcd by tho Bolsheviks. The sections of this 
organization v^hich exifetéd in Poland and Czechoslovakia then decided to 
fom a political organization vvhich was done in 1929 in Vienna, Austria and 
which operated under a Fascistic program. The head at this time wasCCOMMEL^ 
EUGENIIBZ^ONOV/ALEZ until he was assassinated by a bomb plented by a Russian 
agent on May 23, 1938, In Rotterdam. He stated the purposes of the OUN 
was to plan for ;var against ail occupiers of the Ukraine until one nation was 
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formed# This organization existed in Poland^ Czechoslovakia, Rumania, Austria 
and Germany but v^ae unable to cxist in Russia* Its membership in Poland never 
exoeoded 15^000 and in all othrr countries it did not exceed 5^000^ 
which made a total membership of ax^jproximately 20,000. The organization 
operated under militory disciplini and thoso v/ho did not agreø Y^ith its line 
wøre subjoct to execution. He mmcd the follor;ing leadersr 

MIKOIAJ^ZCIBORSKI, v/ho v/as, ^ in 1941 in Poland. 

JAR0SIAV/;^ARAN0V/SKI, Seere ta ry, killed in 1943. 

0MEUN/‘SENYK,killlcd in 1941. 

LE0NTD'^0STAR0V7, believecl to be presently in Prague, Czechoslovakia 
. and believed to be directing Bolshevik agents th-re. 

PI0TR|^X0ZE'^iNIK0W,killod by the Gern^.ns in 1944, v7ho was formerly 

a Bolshevik Agent and RYSZARO) vJARY, v^ho v/as Financial Secretary* 

The subjeet statod tlr^t he lerrned in 1945 that RYSZARD JARY 
was also a Bolshevik agent althongh he had finished the German Military 
Academy and was knovm as a high Gestapo officc r. 

After the death of Colon.;l KOM0V/AI,EZ in 1938, jmjÆKf a 

Ukralnian and a Golonel of the IHcrainian Army, v/as selected to replace Colonel 
KONO./AIIZas head of the OUN. In 19J2, after the end of the war with Poland, 
the followers of STEFAN ^yBANDERA* head of the OIR/ in Poland , wore freed by^the 
Germans and subscQuentlj^- ffiiNDEFbw broke v/ith I.IEINYK, claiming that HELNTK 
had, in his organization, Bolshevik and Polish agentfe. * ‘ ‘ 

The OUN then broke irito two groups, ono kiiovm as the Banderowey 
and the other as the Mélnykowcy group. V/licn Germany attacked Russia, the 
Bandercmcy group be gan to liquidatc and shoot dovna the other group and the 
OUN began to cooporate v.lth the Germans. The action against the Molnykowoy 
group was so intense theat it has not ro co ve rod to the present day* 

In 1940, in Krakow, Poland^ thu filuzba Bozpioozentwa| (Søerot 
Service) v/aa organized and becam'’. kno-vn as tho This "5.B.” group was 

later organized in Ukralnla In JG41 v/hen tho GL-rnians oocuplod tho UkrainG, 
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
